Herr von Batocki said it had been 


proposed to prohibit meat consump- 
tion for two months, but that this was 
impracticable, unless a better distribu- 
tion of the- supply of fats could be 
effectuated.. If that could eventually bo 
done the proposal could be considered. 


The control of breadstufis 
during 


the coming year would be unchanged, 
said the speaker, except that flour of 
uniform grade would bo Introduced. 
An effort would be made In the au- 
tumn to regulate the whole year's po- 
tato supply. This might result in re- 
ducing the inurnher of swine available, 
but that, he said, must be accepted as 
a part of tho bargain. 
In general, added Herr von Batocki. 


an effort would be made, based on the 
experiences of the last two years, to 
insure the more accurate establishing 
of amounts of food on hand, stricter 
control and the most equitable possi- 
ble distribution. 
Experience, he says, has not justified 


the assertions that a census would re- 
veal great supplies in households; nev- 
ertheless, such a census will be taken 
as soon as preparedness can be com- 
pleted and the process will be repeat- 
ed from time to time. There Is no 
intention, however, writes the food di- 
rector of confiscating all stocks 
thus 


found. 
He points out that farmers 


living miles from stores-and markets 
naturally must lay by larger supplies 
than residents of urban districts.

Must all the millions of dollars that 


now lie at the bottom of the sea in the 
form of ships and their sunken treasure 
be forever lost to the world? Most of 
tho vessels that have been 
sunk, 


whether by accident or in the course of 
the present war, Ha in cpmparatlyely 
shallow 
waters, many of them at a 


depth of less than 300 feet, and the 
problem of their recovery docs not eeem 
entirely hopeless in the light of recent 
improvements in deep-sea diving and 
the feats accomplished by the expert 
divers of the U. S. navy. 
The matter 


is the subject of an article in the cur- 
rent number of the Bulletin of the Pan 
American Union, Washington, D. C. In 
discussing the organization of compa- 
nies in the United States whose purpose 
is the recovery of some of the wealth 
now lying in the ocean's depth, the 
writer states: 


"Certain It is that the project of re- 


covering sunken ships, or the most val- 
uable of the treasures that have gone 
flown with them, is more feasible now 
than it was four or flvo years ago. Such 
great improvements in divine apparatus 
have recently been made that it is now 
possible for a diver "to operate for a 
limited time, even at the great depth of 
300 feet below the surface. These im- 
provements are largly due to the re- 
markable experiments in deep-sea div- 
ing conducted under the auspices of tho 
bureau of construction and 
repair of 


tho 
navy 
department of the United 


States in 1914. 
Prior to this time the 


greatest depth reached by divers was 
'10 feet,, two English officers having 
acomplishcd that feat during a series 
of tests carried on by the British 
ad- 


miralty in 1907. 
For the 
benefit 
of 


those who do not appreciate the diffi- 
culty of diving to such depths it may 
he stated that at a depth of 10 feet be- 


low the surface 
the 
pressure Is 4.33 


pounds per square Inch of surface o[ 
the body submerged. This pressure in- 
creases proportionately, and at a depth, 
of 100 feet It has 
Increased to 
43.3

sequent salvage possible. This work 
v.-as done in connection with the rais- 
ing of the U. (i. submarine F-4 which. 
It will be remembered, plunged to the 
bottom of the sea just off the harbor 
of Honolulu on March 25, 1915. Not 
only did the divers establish a new 
world's record for.deep-sea diving upon 
that occasion, but' the subsequent rals 
ing and discovery of the F-4 Is the only 
Instance in history where a sunken ves- 
sel was recovered from a depth of 300 
feet." 
The writer thereupon gives a brief 


sketch of the history of diving as a 
useful art from the time of Aristotle 
down to the present, and after describ- 
ing a, modern diving outfit and explain- 
ing In some detail the matter of the 
diver's being subjected to two pres- 
furcs, viz., the pressure of the air in- 
side the helmet and suit and the exter- 
nal pressure of the water, continues as 
follows: 
"The necessity of having the air pres- 


sure within 'the diving dress compen- 
sate the external water pressure, thus 
subjecting the diver to pressure di- 
rectly 
proportioned to the depth to 


which he descends, is the dangerous 
element in deep-sea diving. At a depth, 
for Instance, of 100 feet, a diver must 
be subjected to a pressure of four at 
mospheres. <or 60 pounds 
per 
square 


Inch, in order to compensate the exter- 
nal water pressure. Exposure to such 
pressure is apt to be followed by dan- 
gerous physiological effects, commonly 
known as 'caison disease,1 tbe symp- 
toms of which include pains in the mus- 
cles and joints, commonly called 'bends,' 
deafness, embarrassed breathing, vom- 
iting, fainting, etc., sometimes resulting 
in death. They do not appear while the 
pressure is being raised nor so long as 
It is continued, but only after It has 
been removed; and the vl«w now ac- 
cepted Is that they are due to the rapid 
effervescence of the gases which aro 
absorbed In the body fluids during ex- 
posure to pressure. 
Experiment has 


proved that when the pressure is sud- 
denly relieved the gas is liberated In 
bubbles within the body, and that these 
do the harm. Set free In the spinal 
cord, for instance, they may cause par- 
tial paralysis, or in the heart load to 
stoppage of the circulation. It has been

The second, also adopted, was that a 


citizens committee of 50 be appointed 
to take such measures to raise funds 
for the support of soldiers' families as 
may be deemed necessary.

The potato situation was less fayor- 


able, he said, and would be especially 
difficult during the next fortnight, but 
the deficit could be met by arranging 
for increased bread rations for physi- 
cal laborers. 


The potato situation in western Ger- 


many has been made worse by Hol- 
land's prohibition upon exports duo to 
the agitation there which, Herr von 
Batoeki said, was probably Induced by 
"British money." 


Especial attention was being given 


to hard workers in the industrial sec- 
lions, where legumes, groats and ba- 
con had been 
distributed In 
large 


quantities, continued the food director, 
who added that an effort would be 
made to secure a better distribution of 
butter. 
Herr von Batock! said It had been 


proposed to prohibit meat consump- 
tion for two months, but that this was 
Impracticable, unless a better distribu- 
tion of the supply of fats could be 
effectuated. If. that could eventually bo 
done the proposal could be considered. 


The control of breadstuffs 
during 


the coming year would be unchanged, 
said the speaker, except that Hour of 
uniform grade would bo introduced. 
An effort would bo made In the au- 
tumn to regulate the whole year's po- 
tato supply. This might result in re- 
ducing tho number o£ swine available, 
but tttat, he'.said, must be accepted as 
a part of the bargain. 


In general, added Herr von Batocki, 


an effort would be made, based on the 
experiences of the last two years, to 
insure the more accurate establishing 
of amounts of food on hand, stricter 
control and the most equitable possi- 
ble distribution. 
Experience, he says, has not justified 


the assertions that a census would re- 
veal great supplies in households; nev- 
ertheless, such a census will be taken 
as soon as preparedness can be com- 
pleted and the process will bo repeat- 
ed from time to time. There Is no 
intention, however, writes the food di- 
rector, of confiscating all stocks thus 
found. 
He. points out that farmers 


living miles from stores and markets 
naturally must lay by larger supplies 
than residents ot urban districts.

THE LEATHER MARKET 


One of the commodities that has 


been: most affected by the 
war 
is 


leather, and in consequence the price 
of shoes has gone up with even' pros- 
pect of further increases in the near 
future. 
The public does not take 


kindly to higher prices for such a nec- 
essary commodity as shoes, but deal- 
ers claim that the condition 
of the 


leather market makes it impossible for 
them to sell at the old figure, except 
at a loss. 


The three main reasons alleged for 


' the advance in the price of leather are 


the shortage of hides, scarcity of dye- 
stuffs and tanning materials and the 
increased demand for leather which 
has sprung up in the past few months. 
As none of these.factors show any 
signs of change in the nea- 
future, 


prices are likely to be maintained at a 
high level for some time to come- 
even after the close of the war. 


The situation, has demonstrated an- 


other 
American 
shortcoming, 
for 


though this country has more cattle 
than any other, it does not come any- 


„• T\bere near supplying its own needs in 
" hides and calfskins. 
For some time. 


about half the leather tanned in this 
country has been made from foreign 
skins and while we are getting the 


- domestic product in about the usual 


amount, we cannot get the raw product 
from foreign sources owing to a num- 
ber of conditions. These include for- 
eign shortage, lack of shipping facili- 
ties, embargoes and war requirements 
•which have used up the entire supply 


V In some countries. High grade calf- 


skins formerly came from 
England. 


Germany, Russia and France, but the 
supply is almost entirely cut off by the 
war. 


The serious situation in dyestuffs 


and chemicals has also had its share 
in boosting the price of leather and 
shoes. Tanning and dyeing have be- 
come far more costly processes, and 
there is little prospect of immediate 


; 
improvement. 
America has in many 


ivays reaped a rich h.-.rvest from the 
war but there is another side to the 
picture in which the leather situation 
must ho included. 
Yet, tho 
price 


boosting may easily be overdone, and 
the dealers may discover 
that 
the 


public will wear the cheaper grades 
rather than pay the high prices.

Must all the millions of dollars thai 


now lie at the bottom of the sea In tho 
form of ships and their sunken treasure 
be forever lost to the world? Most of 
the vessels that have been 
sunk, 


whether by accident or in the course ot 
the present war, lie In comparatively 
shallow 
waters, 
many of them at a. 


depth of less than 300 feet, and tb« 
problem of their recovery does oot seem 
entirely hopeless in the light of recent 
Improvements in deep-sea diving and 
the feats accomplished by the expert 
divers of the U. S. navy. 
The matter 


is the subject of an article in the cur- 
rent number of the Bulletin of the Pan 
American Union. Washington, D. C. In 
discussing the organization of compa- 
nies In the United States whose purpose 
is the recovery of some of tho wealth 
now lying in the ocean's depth, the 
writer states; 


"Certain it is that the project of re- 


covering sunken ships, or the most val- 
uable of the treasures that have gone 
down with them, is more feasible now 
than it was four or five years ago. Such 
great improvements in diving apparatus 
have recently been made that it is now 
possible for a diver to operate for a 
limited time even at the great depth of 
300 feet below the surface. These im- 
provements are largly due to the re- 
markable experiments in deep-sea div- 
ing conducted under the auspices of the 
bureau of construction and 
repair of 


the navy department of the United 
States in 1911. Prior to this time the 
greatest depth reached by divers was 
'10 feet, two English officers having 
acompllshed that feat during a- series 
of tests carried on by the British 
ad- 


miralty in 1307. 
For the 
benefit of 


those who do not appreciate the diffi- 
culty of diving to such depths it may 
be stated that at a depth of 10 feet be- 


low the surface the. pressure la 4.33 
pounds per square Inch of surface of 
the body submerged. This pressure ln> 
creases proportionately, and at a depth 
of 100 feet it 
has 
Increased to 43.3 


pounds and a ta depth of 300 feet 
to 


129.9 pounds. 


/•Notwithstanding 
this tremendous 


pressure, the expert divers of the U. S 
navy have succeeded In not only reach- 
Ing a depth of 300 to 305 feet, but h< 
remaining at that depth for from live lo 
twenty minutes at a time, making ex- 
aminations and observations In regard 
to a sunken vessel that made Its sub- 
sequent salvage possible. This work 
\vas done In connection with the rais- 
ing of the U. S. submarine F-4 which. 
It will be remembered, plunged to the 
bottom of the sea just off the harbor 
of Honolulu on March 25, 1915. Not 
only did 
the 
divers establish a new 


world's record for deep-sea diving upen 
that occasion, but the subsequent rais- 
ing and discovery of the F-4 Is the only 
instance in history where a sunken ves- 
sel was recovered from a depth of 300 
feet." 
The writer 
thereupon gives a brief 


sketch o£ tho history of diving as a 
useful art from the time of Aristotle 
down to the present, and after describ- 
ing a modern diving outfit and explain- 
ing in some detail the matter of the 
diver's being subjected to two pres- 
sures, viz., the pressure of the air In- 
side the helmet and suit and the exter- 
nal pressure of the water, continues as 
follows: 
"The necessity of having the air pres- 


sure within the diving dress compen- 
sate the external water pressure, thus 
subjecting the diver to pressure 
di- 


rectly 
proportioned to the depth to 


which he descends, is the dangerous 
element In deep-sea diving. At a depth, 
for instance, of 100 feet, a diver must 
be subjected to a pressure of four at- 
mospheres, or 60 pounds per 
square- 


Inch, in order to compensate the exter- 
nal water pressure. Exposure to such 
pressure is apt to be followed by dau- 
~erous physiological effects, commonly 
known as 'calson disease,' the symp- 
toms of which include pains In the mus- 
cles and joints, commonly called bends, 
deafness, embarrassed breathing, vom- 
iting, fainting, etc., sometimes resulting 
in death They do not appear while the 
pressure is being raised nor so long as 
It is continued, but only afler it has 
been removed; and the view now ac- 
cepted is that they arc due to the rapid 
effervescence of the Bases which arc 
absorbed In the body fluids during ex- 
posure to pressure. Experiment has 
proved that when tho pressure Is sud- 
denly relieved the gas is liberated in 
bubbles within the body, and that these 
do the harm. 
Set free in the 
spinal 


cord, for instance, they may .cause par- 
tial paralysis, or in the heart load to 
stoppage of the circulation.

Steamer With 800 on

The loss of life on the steamer Mer- 
cury which was sunk by a mine in 
the Black sea, undoubtedly has been 
large, from late reports received in 
regard to the disaster.
